“It is a fever 
called by that name because it al- 
most always is accompanied by gymp- 
tomatic swelling of the joints.”

Applies to Insanity Plea in Murder Case 


‘SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 19.+Questioning the validity of a new section 
in the Penal Code which calls for two trials when a defendant charged 
with murder seeks to clear himself on the grounds of insanity, Superior 
Judge J. T. B. Warne of Tuolumne county, presiding at the trial of Elmer 
J. Loftis, today ordered that the case proceed under the old law.
